PART I, DEFINITIONS 


As used.herein, the following terms shall have the meaning set 
opposite each unless the content clearly indicates another meaning: 


ACT; The Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act aporoved 
February 29, 1936: 


SECRETARY: The Secretary of Agriculture of the United States, 


DIRECTOR OF SOUTHERN REGION: The Director of the Southern Re- 
gion designated for the purpose of administering the provisions of the 
S0il Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act in the Southern Region. 


STATE COMMITTEH: The State Agricultural Conservation Committee 
established in and for the State in question in the manner prescribed 
in instructions issued by the Secretary. 


COUNTY ASSOCTATION: The County Agricultural Conservation Associa- 
tion organized, pursuant to the prescribed Articles of Association for 
such an association, for the purpose of cooperating with the Secretary 
in making effective the Per ras one of the Soil Conservation and Domestic 
Allotment Act. 


‘COUNTY COMMITTEE: The County Agricultural Conservation ee 
tee of the county association, composed of not more than five nor les 
than three members and constituted in accordance with the Articles. oy 
Association as recognized by the Secretary in his approval of suca ar- 
ticles. 


COMMUNITY COMMITTEE: The Community Agricultural Conservation 
Committee of the county association composed of three menbers repres nt— 
ing a community of the county. 


PERSON: An individual, partnership, association or corporation. 


O'NER; <A person who actually owns land or who is purchasing land 
on installments for cash or for a fixed commodity payment.

OPERATOR: A person who as owner or tenant operates a farm with- 
out supervision and who is entitled to receive all or a portion of the 
crop(s) produced on such farm during the crop year in question, 


LANDLORD: A person who as owner, cash, standing or fixed-rent 
tenant rents the entire farm to a share tenant and is entitled to a por- 
tion of the crop(s) produced on such farm by virtue of the terms of the 
lease or operating agreement. 


SHARE TENANT: A person (other than an owner or share crooper) 
who is operating an entire farm without direct supervision of the owner 
and who is entitled to a portion of the crops produced on such farm, or 
of the proceeds thereof, 


SHARE CROPPER: A person who.works a farm in whole or in part 
and receives for his labor a proportionate share of the crops produced 
thereon, or of the proceeds thereof, 


FARM: All land under the supervision of an operator which is 
farmed by that operator in 1936 as a single unit, with workstock, farm 
machinery, and labor substantially separate from that used for any other 
land, 


SOUTHERN REGION: The States of South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Texas and Oklahoma. 


CROP LAND: All land from which any crop (other than wild hay) 
was harvested in 1935, together with all other farm land which is till- 
able and from which at least one crop (other tnan wild hay) has been 
harvested since January 1, 1930 and prior to January 1, 1936, 


PRODUCER UNIT: <Any tract of land (whether a whole farm or a sub- 
division thereof) on which one or more crops are planted and which is 
farmed by (1) landowner, cash, standing, or fixed-rent tenant, with his 
own labor or with hired labor other than share croppers, or (2) a share 
tenant without the aid of any share cropper, or (3) a share cropper,

SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS 


Section 1. - Application for Grant 


Grants will be made only upon applications filed with the county 
committee. Each person avplying for a grant will be required to show;

The extent to which the conditions upon which the grant 
is to be made have been met. Any applicant who owns, 
operates, or controls land in more than one county in 
the same stese will be rea tired to file with the state 
committee a list of all such land. If a State com- 
mittee finds thet such applicant for a grant has in- 
creased soil-depleting crops in counties where such 
applicant has not filed a work sheet, such State com- 
mittee may disprove the application for a grant.

One or more tracts of farm land in the same county 
under the same ownership and operaved in 1936 as part 
or all of a’ single farm by a common operator 
shall be covered by one work sheet. 


Where two or more tracts of farm land in the same 

county sre under different ownerships, even though 

they are operated in 1936 as a single farm = by a 
common operator, eash separately owmed tract shall be 
covered by a separate work sheet. 

Where two or more treets of ferm lend in the same county 
are 1mder the same owners ip and are operated in 1936 

as seperate farms, each separately operated tract shall 
be covered by a separate wor’: sheet. 


Land comprising two or more contiguous tracts under 
the same ownership, operated in 1936 as vart or all 
of a sinele farm by & common operator, ana located in 
two or more covnties, shall be deemed to be loouted 
in the county in wvieh the vrincipal dwelling sm sven 
land is located, or if there is no dwelling on sen 
land, it shall he deemed to te located in the cc nity 
jn which the major portion of svca land is located. 


Section 3. - Designation of Joint “ayee 


Mach person wio is eligible to share in a grant, for wnich an appli- 
cation is filed, may designete in s.ch a»plication a joint payee to whom 
the check in payent of his share of such rant shall be drawn payable joint- 
ly with .ssuch person. tea 


Saction 4. - besignstion of Beneficiary 


Tach person entitled to shere in any grant may designate on the proper form, 
a beneficiary to whom such person's share of the grant may be made in case of his 
death, disappesrance or incompetency. 


Section 5. - Abandoned Farms Ineligible 


A farm which has not beon operated since January 1, 1954 is ine ees for 
a soil-conserving or a soil+building pe; ment in phe eta 


Section €. - Approved Soil-Conserving and Soil-Building Practices 


The soil-conserving and soil- budldaing practices in 1936 that will be recoge 
nized shall include the fo'lowing: 


(a) Properly terracing land that noeds terracing. 


(b) The growing and leaving on the lind of either winter or summer legumes 
grown as catch crops. 

(c) The seeding of crop land to perennial grasses including Bermuda, Dallis, 
redtop, orchard, carpet or pasture mixtures. 


Section 7. - Time Limit for Filing Work Sheets «nd Applications 


A time limit for: filing work sheots and applications in each county shall 
be designated by the State committce subject to approval of the Director of the 
Southern Region. 


Section 8. - County Quotas 


A covnty ratio of soil-depleting crop acresuge to all farm lend will be 
established for each county by tue eee a hdjustment Administration from 
available statistics. The average of the ratios of the soii-depleting base acreages 
which are csteblished for all farms in any ee shall conform to the ratio for 
such covnty unless a variance from such ratio is recommended by the State Com- 
mittee and approved by the Agricultural Adjustment Administration. 

The total base acreages for cotton, tobacco, and peanuts, respectively, for 
farms in any county or other specified areca shall not exceed the base acreages for 
such crops established for sue county or other specified area by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration. 


Section 9. - liinimum Acreare Rec yuirement of Soil-Buildine and Soil-Conserving Crops. 


No pay ent shall be made with resvect to any farm, in accordance with any 
of the provisions herein, unless the tot: 1] acreare of soil-conserving crops and 
soil-building crops on crop land on te fe rm in 1936 equels or exceeds whichever 
of the following is the smaller: 


(a) 20 porcent of the base acreeres of al soile-dcepleting crops for the 
farm (not including sugereane for suger or wilde) cinkoe 


(b) The maximum acreave with respect to which soil-conserving payment could 
be obtained pursuant to the provisions of Section 14, Part Il. 
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Section 10. - Increases of Soil-Deploting Crops 


If the acreage on any farm in 1936 of any soil-depleting crop or any group 
of soil-depleting crops is in excess of the base acreage for the farm for such 
crop or group of crops, a deduction from any payment which otherwise would be made 
for the farm pursuant to any of the provisions contained herein will be made for 
cach acre of such excess acreage at the sposified rate per acre, for the diversion 
of land to soil-conserving crops from the particular crop or group of crops which 
exceed their bases. (Group of crops means all soil-depleting crops excopt cottony 
tobacco, - peanuts, 


Section ll. - Food and Feed Crops 


Notwithstanding ony other: provisions contained herein, no. payment will be 
made in connection with the shifting of land out of food and fecd crops unless 
such crops have been produced in excess of home consumption aceds for the farm; 
if such crops heave been produced on the farm in excess of such needs, payment 
will be made only with respect to the diversion of all or part of such excess. 


Notwithstending the provisions of Section 10, no deduction will be made 
with respect to eny food or feed crop grown in combination with a soil-conserving 
crop or a soil-building crop, unless food and feed crops are grown in excess of 
the home consumption needs for tho farm. 


Section 12. - Determinction of Acreage of Crops that are Interplanted 


In determination of the base acreages on tho farm, filling out work sheet 
and in chocking the acreage of crops in dotermination of performance, the acreage 
of a soil-deploting crop such as corn interplanted with summer legumes shali be 
considered as 50 percent soil-depleting sereage and 50 percent legume acreage. 

Wo soil-conserving payment will be made in connection with the shifting of land 
planted to a soil-depleting crop, such as corn, when planted alone prior to 1956, 
to a soil-depleting crop interplanted with legumes in 1936. It is assumed that 
the hills of corn shall not exceed approximately 4500 hills per acre and that 
legumes shall occupy approximately one-half of the land. 


Section 13. - Soil Building payment 

Payment will be made for the planting of soil-building crops on crop land 
in 1936 and the carrying out of soil building practices on crop land or pasture in 
1936, at such rates in any state, and for such crops and practices in any stato, 
and unon such conditions ss ere recommended by the State committeso for such State 


subject to approval of the Secretary: 


Ll. - Provided, that the total soil-building payment made with respect 
to any farm: 


(a2) Shall not exceed an amount equal to $1.00 for each acre of |

Section 14. - Soil Conserving Payments 


Payment will be made with respect to cach acre of the base acreage for the

Section 15. - Adjustment in Rates 


Tie reuos specified in Scetion 14, Pert II, are basod upon an estimate of 
available funds and rn ostim: ‘bo or epproxim.cly 80 percent purticipstion by far- 
mers. If ’participrtion im any rogion oxéecds tht estimated for thet region, all 
the rates specificd in Section aad ak ge TE for such region, may be reduced pro na 
If participation in any region is loss'than the estim:te for the region, the rate: 
may be inercased pro rata. In no ca Se eat the rates be increased or decreased 
by moro than 10 percent. ‘ 


Section 16. - Division of Soil-Conserving Paymont

Section 17. - Division of Soil-Building FPaynicnt 


The soil-building payment shell be medo to tho cligible producer who the 
county committees determines under instructions issuod by the Secretary has in- 
curred oxpense in 1936 with rospset to tho soil-building crop or practice; where 
two or more producers aro this determined by the county committee to have in- 
eurrod tho exponse in 1936 with respect to the soil-building crop or practices, 
the soil building payment shall be divided equally between them. 


Section 18. =- Debts or Claims not Dcductable 


Any shore of soil-conserving or soil-building paymonts shell be computed 
without rog:rd to quostions of title under Stete lew, without deductions of claims 
for advances, end without rogard ‘to any claim or lion against the crop or proceeds 
thereof in favor of the owner or any other creditor. . 


Section 19. - Exceptions to Division of Payments 


Upon recommendation of the state committoe and approval by the Secretary 
a different basis for dividing the soil-conserving and soil-building payments may 
be omployed. 


Section 20. - Svecial Adjustments 


Where the soil-deploting acreages determined for any farm as -indicatod 
above differ meterially from such ccroaees determined for farms located in the 
same comnunity which sre similer with respoct to size, type of soil, topography, 
production facilitics, end ferming precticos, edjustmoents will be made which will 
result in base mcreages which aro equitable as compered with tho base acrenages of 
such other similar farms. 
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Section 21, - Adjustments in Base Acr a7es on Farms having Two or More of the 
Crops Cotton, Tobacco, snd Pennuts 


If the total of the bese ‘acreages for any two or more of the crops cotton, 
tobacco, and peanuts on any form execeds ‘tho annudl nvernge of the total acreage 
of such crops harvested in a reproséentetive period preccding 1934, such base acrea 
shall be adjusted downward to climinnte such excess. Unless a more practicable 
method of adjustment is scttled upon, a pro rata basis shall be uscd.

Section 22, - Fractional Acres 

In all figures reprosenting final results of calculetions as to base acro- Ps 
age and the acrenre diverted from scil-depleting crops to soil-building crops and 
practices, fractional acres expressed in tenths may be retained, Hundredths amoun 
ing to five or less shall be dropped and hundrodths omounting to more than five 
Shall be considered as a whole tenth, 

Section 23. = Limit of Soil-Building Peyment 

Subject to the limitations of Section 14, payment for a soil-building crop 
shall be limited to $2.00 per acre for cach acre planted to such crop. ayment 
shall likewise be limited to %2.00 per acre for ench acre on which a soil-build- 
ing or soil-conserving practico is put into effect, 

Section 24, - Classification of Crons. 

Crop acreage when dovoted to crops and used as indicetod below shall be 
considered in the following clessifiention except for such additions or modi- 
fications as may be approved by theo Secret-ry upon the recommendation of the 
St: te Committeoco.

Section 2. Designation of Yield! The yield of lint cotton per acre 
for each farm for which a work sheet is filed shall, in accordance. with ‘the 
following standard, be designated by the appropriate community committee, 
subject to such adjustment. by the county committee as.is necessary in orcer 
that the total of base cotton Br OC eee for the eae es shall not Bee the 


county's quota. 


Hach farm covered by a work sheet shall have been inspected by at 
least one member of the community committee, serving for the community in 
which the farm is located, who shall report the facts to the community 
committee before the yiell of lint is designated for the farm. The yield 
designated for any farm shall be that yield which the community committee, 
as a whole, finds from all the available facts to be the yield which coul¢c 
have been reasonably expected from the land devoted to the production of . 
cotton on the farm as an average yield during the 5-year period, 1928 to 
1932, inclusive. Such findings shall be examined by the county committee 
in the light of all available facts and approved or modified by it accord- 
ingly. Jn designating such yield, the committees shall give the greatest 
weight to the yield per acre of cotton which was produced on the farm duping 
such of the 8 years 1928 to 1935, inclusive, as cotton was produced thereon. 
However, due consideration shall be given by the committees to the type of 
soil, drainage, erosion and fertility of land, and to the trend of per acre 
yield. 9ther facts bearing on the yield which might have been expected from 
this land during the 1928-1932 period, including unusual weather conditions, 
shall be given due weight in designating the yield. Since, in some cases, 
records are not available with which to determine the 5-year history during

The Work Sheet, Form 8./R. 1, will be used for the purpose of 
obtaining information relative to the farming practices and utilization 
of the land. This information will be submitted to community committee 
men as soon as practicable. The data contained in the Work Sheet will 
serve as a basis for making application for a grant which after the 
normal planting season will be made to the appropriate community com— 
mittee by farmers who have put into practice an approved soil conservation © 
program, This application will include along with basic information 
relative to land uses a certification of performance. This form and in- 
structions relating thereto will be distributed at a later date. 


All farmers desiring to make an application must have submitted 
a Work Sheet during the time set for receiving such forms, 


All committeemen, county agents, and the agricultural assistants 
should thoroughly familiarize themselves with the contents of S. RB. 
Bulletin No. 1 and the respective forms, rulings and instructions that 
deal with the Soil Conservation Program for 193R as well as the vrocedure 
outlined below.
